ON HESPERIAN. 


Taken Off the 
Hesperian. 


MOUNTED 4 INCH GUN. 


(By Cable to The Chicago Tetbene.) 

LONDON, Sept. 5.—The Allan 
line steamer Hesperian, bound 
from Liverpool for Montreal, 
with 650 persons aboard, was 


crippled by a terrific external ex- 


plosion off the coast of Ireland, 
seventy miles southeast of Fast- 
net, last night. 

According to the latest reports, 
all on board were saved. The 
passengers and most of the crew 
have arrived in Queenstown on 
rescue ships. 

An earlier report, based on 
wireless messages, said eight per- 
sons were killed: This is believed 
to have been an error. 

Only two Americans, both of 
them members of the crews, were 
aboard. Neither was injured. 
Thirty-seven persons were in- 
jured. 

The Hesperian is being con- 
voyed to Queenstown by warships 
and patrol vessels. It will arrive 
Doubt as to Cause 
of the Explosion. 


There is some doubt as to the

The force of the shock and the great 
volume of water thrown into the air 
are given as basis for the claim that 
it was a torpedo. The water was 
thrown clear over the promenade deck, 
drenching the passengers who were 
gathered there. 


MAY NOT INVOLVE AMERICA. 


News of the attack immediately 
brought to the front in London the 
question, What is America going to

The vessel was traveling with all water 
compartments and bulkheads closed, a 
precaution which is taken by all liners 
in the war roue, and this fact undoubt- 
edly had much to do with the fact the 
liner escaped sinking.

Another precaution was that all the 
lifeboats were swung out on their

Washington, D. C., Sept. 5.—[Special. }— 
Has General Carranza answered the Pan- 
American demand that he enter a peace 
conference with the other Mexican fac- 
tional leaders by inciting the raids along 
the Texas border? 

Many here believe Carranza is attempt- 
ing to provoke an invasion of Mexico by 


the United States in order to obtain the 


support of all Mexicans to resist the in- 
vasion. Failing to proveke such an in- 
vasion, it is the view of officials that Car- 
ranza himself may attempt one ſato 
Texas. Although they were inclined to 
make light of the raids along the border, 
administration officials tonight admitted 
that conditions there may call for serious 
action within the next few hours. 


No Reports from Funston. 


Gen. Funston, who is in supreme com- 
mand of the administration forces. Gen. 
Funston has carte blanche orders from 
the administration to do whatever he be- 
lieves necessary to safeguard American 
territory. He has about 22,000 men under 
his command scattered along a border 
3.000 miles in length.

Aroused Over Uniforms.

EAST LINE, FRENCH REPORT. 


man Documents Total 171 om 
core and 6,740 Men. 


LONDON, Sept. 5.—A dispatch from 
Paris says the French war office an- 
nounced tonight that the German losses 
on the eastern front have been consid- 
erable. According to German documents 
the Forty-second infantry regiment, op- 
erating on the Narew, fost thirty-six of- 
ficers and 1,006 men; the Two Hundred 
and Twenty-fourth infantry regiment, 
fighting in Galicia, lost forty-nine offi- 
cers and 27 men; the First Reserve 
regiment lost fourteen officers and 788 
men; the Twenty-first Reserve regiment 
lost twenty-one officers and 468 men; the 
Sixty-Arst Reserve régiment lost eleven 
officers and 536 men, and the Ninety-sec- 
ond Reserve regtment, forty officers and 
1,196 men. 


* The. Gedeban documents referred to 
in the above dispatch, it is believed, were 
taken from German officers captured by 
the Rugsians. The total number of Ger- 
man losses in the regiments mentioned 
are 171 officers and 6,740 men. The re- 
serve regiments alone, if the figures are

| FLAT LONELINESS. 

- Miss Lucille Windette, who has conducted a 
social survey of her own, concludes that loneliness 
among women is not confined to rural districts. The 
idea is not new. The women she writes about are 
those who bear large burdens, who rear quantities 
of children, often keep boarders, and are confined 
indoors. Their lives are rather monotonous than 
lonely. 

But there is another kind of woman who suffers 
more from the paradoxical gregariousness of Ameri- 
can ety life. She is the flat dweller. The failure 
of these people to mingle with their immediate neigh- 


bors is notorious. There is a good reason for it. 


It is impossible for these women to make social 
ndvances. to their neighbors. Acquaintance breeds 
fdiniliarity. Intimacy can be avoided only by keep- 
ing neighbors at a distance. The conditions upon 


which a flat dweller agrees when he signs the lease |- 


are indicative of this curious nonintercourse. The 
apartment is indispensable to the husband from a 
business point of view. It cannot satisfy the social 
desires of the wife. 


RESPECTABILITY AND MIRTH. 
Our summer parks, as they expire before the 


cold weather, make a last effort to impress pro- 


spective patrons with the mirthful nature of their 
business. Their artists have devoted themselves 
to pictures suggestive of carnival spirit, and have 
covered their lithographs with beautiful masked 
ladies in costumes of delicious but innocent impu- 
dicity.

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BATTLE TO SAVE 
PARIS WAS BEGUN 


Struggle at Marne Resulted in 
Defeat and Retreat of 
Great German Force. 


PARIS, Sept. 5—The battle of the 
Marne began In the late hours of tonight 
au year ago, yet some of its details will 
be cleared up only when all official re- 
ports and documents are available. 

The battle of the Marne was the climax 
of the first stage of the war. The Ger- 
mans on Aug. 21, with at least twenty- 
Ave corps, passed the line of the Sambre 
and from that time the allies had been 

pushed back gradually, but fighting at 

every step. 

The German Gen. von Kluck’s army, 
whose objective was supposed to be 
Paris, was officially reported on Sept. 4 

ass Obliquing to the southeast with the 
apparent intention of neglecting Paris 
and pursuing his efforts to turn the al- 
lies’ flank. At the same time the army 
of the crown prince on the left descended 
along the western edge of the Argonne. 

There were two theories of the sudden 
change in the direction of Von Kluck's 
march. One that he was pursuing the 
enveloping movement; the other that he 
had discovered the army of Paris on his 
right flank and by a clever dodge to the 
Southeast avoided the menace of being 
enveloped himeelf. In the light of later 
disclosures the first theory seems to be 
the good one. 


| Formation of Allied Line. 

The oblique movement continued after 
the partial check at Compiegne and Chan- 
tilly by way of Beauvais, Dammartin, 
Meaux. Senlis and Compiegne were evac- 
uated by them on the Sth; the advance 
guard reached the region of Provins, 
thirty miles southeast of Paris and twen- 
ty miles south of Meaux. 

The semicircle of the allies, prepared 
by Joffre’s orders, was in position, and 
the German armies had so far marched 
into it on the 5th that Joffre was able 
to issue orders for a general attack the 
next morning, in order of battle as fol- 
lows: 

Maunoury, northeast: of Meaux, ready 
to cross the Ourcq between Lizy-sur- 
Ourcq and Nay-en-Multien in the direc- 
tion of Chateau Thierry. 

British army on front Changie-Coulom- 
miers, facing the east, ready to attack in 
the direction of Montmirail. 

Fifth army of Franchet d‘Esperey be- 
tween Courtacon-Esternay and Sezanne, 
ready for attack In direction of the north. 

Seventh army of Gen. Foch covering 
the right of the fifth army and holding 
southern issues of the Saint-Gond 
marshes. — 

Offensive by these armies to be taken 
Sept. 6 in the morning. 


Orders Issued to Allies. 

The following day Joffre completed his 
disposition of the allied_forces by ‘orders 
to the fourth and third armies as follows: 

Fourth army, of Gen. Langle de Cary— 
Stop movement southward, turn about 
and face enemy, combining its move- 
ments with third army, which was to 
debouch to the north of Revigny and 
take the offensive toward the west. 

Third army will attack the left flank of 
the enemy, which is marching to the 
west of the Argonne. 

The formation of the position into 
which the German drmies marched was 
that of a wide trough; Maunoury and 
French formed the side toward Paris, 
Franchet d' Esperey, Foch, and Langle 
de Cary the bottom, while Sarrail’s army 
formed the side toward Verdun, in the 
Argonne. 


Opening of Great Battle. 


the battle of the Marne in theearly hours 
of the €th of September by recapturing 
the ridges of Marcilly, Barcy, Chambry, 
and -Penchard—while the 7th corps also 
advanced to the north. 

From dawn the British army and the 
army of General Franchet d’Esperey were 
heavily engaged with Von K.uck and 
Von Buelow’s right.
